SIGNAL MAN SHOT IN 
DUBLIN. 


STRANGE AFFAIR NEAR THE 


NORTH STRAND, 

Michae! Gerighty, 1 Gilford place, North 
Strand, Dublin, a signaiman in the employment 
of the Midland Great Wesiern Railway Com- 
pany, was shot while jn the signal cabin at 
Newcomen Bridge between 8 and 9 o'clock, last 
night as a train from North Wall; Dublin, was 
passing through. He was removed to; Jervis 
street Hospital.suffering from injuries in the 
neck, face, and a finger of tii. right hand. 

It is supposed ‘that a signs! which Geraghty 
gave from. the cabin was misunderstood by 
some military who were on the train, and that 
shots were fired, eausing the wounde. 

According to statements made by railwaymen, 
the goods train consisted of an engine and 
forty-seven’ trucks; and it i#ft the North Wall 
for Athlone and. Sligo at 8.15 p.m. It con- 
tained’ a military guard of about iwenty 
soldiers, who were believed to bé escorting an 
ammunition wagon. A ‘banking’ engine 
was at the end of the train. and if is Reswmed 
that the putting out of a flag from the window 
of the signal box to indicate that the line 
was clear was misunderstéod by the military 
guard, and that shote were fired. : 

A man who ie said to have been within 150 
yards of the cabin expressed the opinion that 
the bullet which struck Geraghty was fired 
from the train. The fireman of the second 
engine said that he heard some shols while 
approaching the signal box, and, as the eignal- 
man was not seen when the train reached the 
cabin, the train was stopped.- The carriage 
contaming the military was at the end of the 
train, next to the guard’s van. The signal box 
and the corrugated jton’ lamp store showed 
traces of indentations after the occurrence. 

One account given of the damage to tho 
signal box and lamp store was that a window 
in the former was broken in two places ly 
bullets, which entered about a foot from the 
corner nearest the railway line. Holes were 
found in the upper portion of the side of the 
lamp store facing the main line. 

Geraghty was stated to be in a critical condi.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT BOARD'S 

ARRANGEMENTS, 

The. Local Government Board for Ireland 

have made arrangements for the: supply of 
influenza. vaccine gratuitously to medical practi 
tioners and to dispensary miedival officers in 
Ireland who may wish to use it. It is under- 
stood that no charge will be made by practi- 
tioners for the vaccine used, but a professional 
fee for .administering it im privage practice 
stands, of course, in a different position. 
t cannet be guaranteed that the vaccine will 
confer absolute immunity against an attack of 
influenza, but the evieence obtained in connec- 
tion with the employment of simiar vaccine 
during the last epidemic strongly suggests that 
its use prophylactically wit! greatly. lessen the 
severity of an attack, and the liability to serious 
complications 

Applieations for vaccine (stating the quantity 
required) may be made either to the medical 
superintendent officer of health of a county 
borough, or other sanitary district where such 
officer has been appointed, elsewhere to the 
district medical officer’ of health, or directly 
to the Local. Government Board. For con- 
venience of record, all such applications should 
be in writing. 

The vaccine in bottles (containing a quantity 
sufficient for 6, 9 or 12 persons) will be issued 
to the local medical officer concerned, who will 
transmit it to the medical practitioner, and will 
be responsible fer the collection and return aí 
the empty bottles. 

In the public interest jt ig of much_import- 
ative that the results of the use of the vaccine, 
in the event of a reappearance of influenza in 
epidemic form, should be carefully observed. 
For this purpose medical ‘practitioners afe in- 
vited to co-operate by keeping accusate notes of 
the name, addfess, age, and sex of each person 
inoculated ; of the circumstances of inoculation, 
whether for prophylactic purposes or in rourse 
of an attack; and of subsequent developments, 
so far as known. “df each medical practitioner 
using the vaccine would, at # Jaier eage,) agree 
to place a summary of the’ above-mentioned 
data im an impersonal shape, and without any 
disdlosure of individual identity, at the disposal 
of the Local Government Board, ihe informa 
tion, when collated from a number of different 
sources, would be very valuable in afriving at 
a general conelusion as. to the efficacy of this 
preventive inbeulation as a means of fore-

‘Bovtil Ltd., the Chairman pointed out that, as 
a result of a strenuous year's work, the company 
had achieved a gross profit trading of £512,016, 
or £127,950 more than in the previous twelve 
months, the net profit being £247,878. “ It has 
been a race between rising cofts and bounding 
sales, and the latter have won,” continued Mr. 
Yebinston. “The reduction in the margin of 
profit hag been more than compensated for by 
the enormous increase in the turnover.” Most 
of the shareholders, the Chairman proceeded, 
were aware of the determined stand the com- 
pany had taken against making Bovril a factor 
in the rise ir. the cost of food, and it was with 
no little pride that they were able to say, 


“ Bovril ia the same price and of the same 
quality today ns it was on the fateful 4th of 
August, 1914." I am willing to confess to you, 
said Mr. Johnston, that at times we have had 
misgivings as to whether we could hold out 
against ever-rising costs, but year after year 
we have come before you with a similar pro- 
nouncement, and you have been good enough 
to trust us while we carried through our policy. 
That it would redound to Bovril’s credit I have 
never doubted, but one could not feel the same 
certainty that, while we were solidifying our 
financial position and acquiring the good-will 
of our consumers even beyond all our anticipa- 
tions, we would be able in addition to present 
to our shareholders a profit surpassing all 


previous records. 


It is almost a hackneyed phrase to say nowa- 
days, “ Bovril did not profiteer,” but when I 
prophesied here two years ago that Bovril 


opportunity, but did not profiteer,”” there were, 
I think, few who estimated how the intensity 
of feeling would tise nst those who had 
really overcharged, particularly on necessary 
domestic ftequirements.

For a week or two 
we read about nothing but wool. Few people 
outside Yorkshire were able to follow the some- 
what technical discussion that took place as to 
the extent of the profit making, but I barely 
saw a reference to the efficiency of the War 
Office Department that had held these ten- 
dencies in check till last April. Up to about 
that time the purchase and control of necessary 
raw materials had been organised in the 
Surveyor-General of Bupplies Department of 
the War Office, ‘The raw materials, having 
been secured and brought here from all parts 
of the world, were supplied to the various trades 
at fixed prices, and the profits that were to 
be ailowed to each section of the manufacturers 
were decided upon after carefu: costings had 
been made. The result was, in this particular 
case, that the spinners were apparently only 
allowed from a quarter to one-thirtieth part of 
the profit that might have been taken had 
these matters not been carefully arranged at a 
time when things were even scarcer than at 
present. No doubt some day we ‘shall hear 
something of the enormous savings made by 
that Department, not only in the supply of 
“ overflow " economies organised for the benefit 
of civilians, such as the 25 million pairs of low- 
priced war boots issued during ono gear. 
Turning to the problem which had been pre- 
sented by the shortage of bottles, the Chairman 
pointed out that prices for English-made bottles 
had been soaring until they had had to pay 
about 200 per cent. more for & machine-made 
British bottle than before the war. Passing 
to other war-time changes, Mr. Johnston eaid 
that one of the effects of the Advisory Com- 
mitteé system during the war had been that 
former competitors in the same trades got to 
know one another. These ex-competitors, once 
acquainted, frequently appreciated that 
“ parallel’ manufacturer was not the enemy. 
but that possibly the enemy wag the supplier of 
raw smaterial, on the one hand, or the middle- 
man, on the other. in his opinion 
“ horizontal” combinations of a trade which 
were large enough to hold up the industry ai 
one stage were an unsatisfactory product of 
the war period, The amalgamations thai should 
be encouraged were those. of manufacturers of 
the various stages from the raw material pro- 
ducer to the distributor. He did not say this 
because that was the Bovril method—contro! of 
cattle on millions of acres down to the finished 
bottles of Bovril—but it was obvious that 
economy could be effected in many trades if the 
management understood not one process only, 
but the whole series of processes from start to 
finish, If such “' perpendicular "' amalgaima- 
tions became more numerous the result would 
be competition between these upright groups, 
and thus the consumer might hope to come into 
his own again. The popularity of Bovril among 
small investora had been strikingly shown last 
year, when a subscription list for £300,000 6 per 
cent. notes was seventeen times over-subseribed.,
